A Brief History 
of the Working Bikes Cooperative 

WBC began when bikes rescued from a local scrap yard were col- 
ected and sold in improvised "Giant Humanitarian Bike Sales" every 
Saturday outside of a Volunteer^ garage |n early 2000. The customers 
were primarily UIC students made aware of the dates from flyers sta- 
pled to their bicycles on campus, A volunteer base grew from these 
customers however, for the better part of the first year, it was a one 
man operation run by Lee Ravenscroft. 

It was public health, humanitarian aid and environmentalism all in one 
burritp,: A customer could get an inexpensive recycled bike and par- 
ticipate in grass-roots activism at the same time. In the Fall of 2001, 
WB0| moved into a ; Pilsen basement allowing the sales bicycle rehabs 
to happen year round. By the fall of 2002, WBC had outgrown its base- 
ment and was ready for more space. The landmark deal of the Century 
was struck with an old Italian neighborhood man name Vito. 927s. 
Western was once an old furniture factory, but a fire on the 2nd and 
3rd floors fell -it vacant for several years and a muffler shop on street 
level. Within months, an impressive cleanup effort made way for the 
first 500 bikes to begin inflating the 8Q00sq. ft. of space. 

In the summer of 2003, WBC became affiliated as a project under Chicago's 
Resource Center, and the WBC is proud to be united with an organization that 
has been promoting environmentalism and recycling for over 25 years.

One of the foremost goals of the WBC is to recycle and deliver bicy- 
cles to communities of need in the 'developing world. Since 2000, WBC 
has shipped to containers to Nicaragua, 3.5 containers to Ghana, one 
to Kenya, and most recent to Peru. Nearly 4000 bikes, entirely from 
the basements and alleys of Chicagoland residents and 100% volun- 
teer effort. One singular reply from our partners; "SEND US MORE!"!

The AAMCT Bicycle-Tricycle Project 

The Asante Akim North District measures approximately 100,000 
square kilometers. There are 56 towns and villages in the district. 
Current population estimate is about 175,000, with a population growth 
rate of 3.2 percent. The district has an agrarian economy with 79% of 
the population working in the agricultural sector, as peasant farmers. 

Transportation is one of the major challenges confronting the district. 
Public transportation is limited, and few people can afford a car. 
Besides, the cost of commuting from one place to another is very high. 
Rural transportation for farmers is almost nonexistent. All farmers walk 
long distances to their farms (an average of 4-6 miles) and carry their 
load on their head. 

The Asante Akim Multipurpose Community Telecentre seeks to 
mprove rural transportation by providing bicycles to farmers on a 
need-to-use basis. Also, it has initiated a bicycle-tricycle conversion 
program (BTCP) to help address the transportation needs of rural 
farmers. The program solicits bicycles, spare parts and accessories 
from the developed world, ship them in containers to Patriensa, the 
location of the AAMCT, and implements a bicycle training, conversion, 
and service program. 

As part of the AAMCT's micro-enterprise development project, the 
bicycle-tricycle conversion problem will create employment and 
Improve access to work, markets, promote sustainable development, 
protect the environment, and provide courier services in the Asante 
Akim district. 

Among others, the tricycles would be used as a "truck" for hauling agri- 
cultural goods by farmers (like plantains, cassava, oranges, etc.). 
Unlike bicycles, most old people can learn how to operate it. 



Boulevard Bikes, Kap Graphics as well as bicycles and parts donated 
by Working Bikes Cooperative. 

After the first few weeks, BickerBikes has already made a major impact 
on the 14 students in the program. "BickerBikes changed my lifer said 
DJ, a 14 year old BickerBike student who is learning to overhaul a 
mountain bike. "Before, I didn't even go out of the house. My bike will 
help me go places and get a jobr "I had always wanted to learn how 
to ride a biker said Deon, a 13 year old girl who had never rode a bike 
before entering the program. "Now, I ride wherever I need to go." 

And while BickerBikes could well serve as template for communities across the 
city and the nation to tackle urban problems and improve childhood health, it's 
been a booming success with local kids for a much simpler reason. 

"I've made good friends and had a lot of fun biking!" said Deon, as she strapped 
on her helmet for a ride with the BickerBikes crew to Montrose Beach.

A Local Initiative Sponsored by Working Bikes 

Alex Wilson believes that by teaching kids to change a bike tire, perhaps he 
can change the worid-or at least Chicago's Humboldt Park community. 

Humboldt Park suffers from problems all too common in many urban 
low-income communities, with few economic opportunities, gang activ- 
ty and high crime rates. Area parents are of tell reluctant to allow chil- 
dren to play outside and, as a: result, kids don't get the exercise they 
need to stay healthy. A 2004 study found 62% of Humboldt Park children 
to be overweight or obese, more than double the national average. 

An innovative pfogrern is exploring the bicycle as a simple solution to 
Humboldt Park's chiftjjhbDd obesity epidemic. Bicker&ikeS is art 8-week 
summer program for teens that teaches bicycle repair, maintenance, 
and riding skills. The first class consisted of a- fee mile walk from 
Humboldt Park to the Working B&es Cooperative, where trie students 
picked out project bikes they will iix-up and keep at the end of the pro- 
grail?, Classes are split between henoVon repair sessions arid group rides 
to destinations such as Navy Pier and the Garfield Park Conservatory. 

"BickerBikes gets kids moving and that's healtj$' said Wilson, who 
works as the program coordinator. "Empowering kids with a bicycle and 
the know-how to use it provides them not only with a means of exercise 
but also with mobility to safely get around, it makes rnany more places in 
the city accessible to them and significantly broadens their horizons': 

BickerBikes is a partnership between the Chicagoland Bicycle 
Federation and Bickerdike Redevelopment Corporatidrr; a community- 
based, nonprofit developer that has built and rehabbed nearly 1,000 
affordable housing units on Chicago's near northwest side. Most of the 
teens participating are residents of Bickerdike's housing developments. 
The program is funded by the Local Initiatives Support Corporation and 
LaSalle Bank with equipment and supplies donated by Planet Bikes, 



People in the district will be trained to maintain and repair the bikes. 
Some will be sold with the community for an amount most people can 
afford, helping to foster a local economy. 

Some of the bikes will be used by AAMCT medical personnel to com- 
mute between the Center and surrounding villages. This is a partner- 
ship venture between the AAMCT and a number of overseas organiza- 
tions. Among them are Working Bikes, a non-profit organization based 
in Chicago, USA; Pedals for Progress (www.p4p.org), a New Jersey 
based bicycle organization, and Xaccess (www.xaccess.org).

Bike Maintenance and Repair 

Knowing a little about bikes can start you volunteering right away. 
The following shows you how to quickly diagnose a 
bike for problems and also do some simple repairs. 







Maintaining your bike in good working con- 
dition is as easy as an ABC Quick Check. 

■ check the Air in tires for pressure by leaning 
all your weight on the bike and seeing if the tires 
bulge. If so, fill to recommended pressure print- 
ed on the side of the tire. Bikes roll faster and 
flat less with tires filled to pressure. 

• check the Brakes by pulling the levers and 
rocking on the wheels. If the brakes are working 
right the wheels should skid when bike is pushed. 

• check that the Chain moves quietly and 
smoothly when back pedaling. Lube chain regu- 
larly to keep running well. Wipe off excess lube 
from outside of chain with a rag. Excess lube 
attracts dirt. 

• check that any Quick release parts are 
tightly secured. Levers curved in towards the bike 
are locked. Levers curved away are unlocked and 
are in danger of coming off while riding. 

• Check your bike by giving the wheels 
a spin (to check for rubbing) and give bike a 
bounce (to listen for loose rattling parts). 

Do the ABC Quick Check before each ride. 
Regular maintenance prevents breakdowns 
and keeps you riding safely. 



Here Today Ghana Tomorrow 

As a bicycle messenger I learned to fix bikes from volunteer Working 
Bikes mechanics largely out of personal necessity. While standing by 
waiting for work we talked aboutthe program, and would meet at ran- 
dom places to help each other find tools, parts and know how. They 
were first to show me the possibility Working Bikes Coop has and how 
to survive biking winters in Cracagcl 

Working Bikes, was started by Lee Ravenscroft. He saw possibilities 
were being thrown away everyday In Chicago alleyways in the form of 
bicycles. Lee co-opted a system for rescuing the bikes to put low cost 
road bikes in the tends of Chicagoans to promote cycling and recycling 
whilg paying for shipments of mountain bikes to get into the hands of 
struggling people in developing countries. He realized the project can 
grow in Chicago like nowhere else because Chicago's fiat terrain 
impedes a demand for the mountain bikes that are needed elsewhere. 

July 30th Working Sikes Cooperative packed 50Q bicycles, tools, and 
boxes of medical journals to the Asente^Akim Community Telecenter 
in Patrensia, Ghana, This totals over 4,500 bikes to Ghana since WBC's 
existence. I had an invested interest in packing this shipment though. 
Next month I will meet up again with the container of bicycles to 
unload it and s|ay in Mrensta for the subsequent 149 days to take on 
facilitating the program. My duties will consist of helping to modify 
bicycles to become pargo :: or load carrying bikers, teaching bicycle 
mechanics and helping the school to become an accredited university 
and mainly running the Asante-Akim shop. Most importantly so I am 
told, I will be there to show what is possible to the Ghanians. 
Fortunately, that is something I've become quite familiar with.

I've been in the city 
for several years but the idea of opting around on a bicycle had not even 
crossed my mind; though I haven't owned a car for years and relied on : the 
excellent train and -bus system trtCtiJoago, the conefpt of riding a bike in 
the city seemed foreign and even rather scary, Never the less after volun- 
teering at the co-op I thought perhaps now was the time to change my 
means of transportation. I purchased a cheap 1969 green, three speed, 
Schwinh Suburban, it needed extensive work. ; 

The fork was busted up the wheels were falling apart from dry rot, the chain 
was beyond rusty, and the cables were pretty terribtei But my friend com- 
pletely fixed it to working condition and Llearried rriore then I needed to 
know about bike maintenance and repair Having this bicycle completely 
changed my life, after riding it a few times I got over any initial fears I may 
have had and soon was riding everywhere around the city. I also started 
to get involved with Critical Mass and other bike related activities. 

Every now and then something goes wrong with my Schwinn but they are 
minor problems and anyone with a simple knowledge of bikes and how they

The Importance of First Aid 

(and a Tetnus Shot) 

Working bikes has all used bikes, which more often than not means 
rust. Having an updated jab is a good idea in general, but even more 
so when one wants to root around as a WBC buyer, or more impor- 
tantly, volunteer. This is not to say that it an especially treacherous 
place, but injury is more likely than in a conventional bike shop. The 
shot doesn'teost all that much, and lasts for ten years. Not too bad 
overall. Tetanus is more likely in puncture wounds that do not bleed 
all that much. It likes moisture, warmth, and darkness. Cuts that bleed 
a good amount have & lower likelihood of infection because blood will 
flush a lot of contaminants out of a wound. 

This leads me to the second part, a handy dandy first aid kit. 1 carry 
one in my biking bag, along with my patch kit and pump. I have not 
had to use it, luckily, but it offers a smalt amount of insurance in the 
case of an injury, The kit's contents are as follows: 

4 moist towelettes (for washing & cleaning) 

2 sterile gauze pads (for bandaging or cleaning) 
4 adhesive tape strips (for securing bandages) 

3 plastic strip bandages (for small cuts and splints) 

2 bacitracin ointment (to prevent Infection)? 

4 aspirin tablets (to relieve pain) 

3 alcohol preps (to clean a wound) 

All contained in a handy zip lock bag, This kit was made as a kit, 
but they are easy enough to put together, and probably cheaper 
overall. One addition I would suggest is butterfly bandages. They 
look like this and are very good temporary stitches -an essential 
v, — ., addition- but not quite as important as knowing what to 
A^V — * do, and not fainting at the sight of more than a trickle of 
blood (which is probably what would happen to me.)
